MUCH WORK DN HAND

UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT
NOW [N SESSION.

WARY CASES ON THE DOCKE

Eight Hundred of Them for Conslider.
ation Which WIill Require
Until May.

—

Washington.~The supremo conrt of
the United States will convene Mon-
day nt noon after & four-months’ re-
coss, It will remaln ip session until
the last of next May and will conslder
as muny of the §00 cases now on the
docket as time willl permit. An estl
mate has It that the court will dis
pose of about 400 ecases during the
term, but that sbout 200 additional
cases will be docketed belore next
June.

The members of the court have ar
rived with the exception of Assoclate
Justice Day. The {liness of Mrs. Day
has detained him in Canton, O, Chiefl
Justice White was among the first to
arrive while Justices Harlan, McKen-
na, Holmes, Lurton, Hughes, Vande-
vanter and Lamar returned in ample
time for the opening term.

Umlike past sessions, members of
the court returned from thelr vaca-
tlona to meet duties other than the
routine work’of their-offives.

Chlef Justice White and Associste
Justices Lurton and Vandevanter are
to compiete thelr work, If posgible, at
an early date, of revising the equity
riles of the federal courts. At their
suggestion the clrcuil judges appoint-
od commitiees to recommend wmond-
menis to the rules, which genernlly
are regarded as having outlived their
unsefulness. Home of thege commitices
are ready to submit thelr reports,
Others ure expected to send In their
recommendatl soOoNn.

These rozommendations will be con-
sldered by the committee of the court
and n final draft of new rules prapared
for promulgation by the tribunal. Dur-
ing the summer Justlce Lurton spent
#ome timo in England learning directly
tnpressions of the HEoglish jurists,
who recently prepared new eguity
riles for the courts of their country.

Because of the abollshment, on Jan-
uary 1, 1913, of all circult courte of the
United States, leaving only the dis-
triet courts, the court of appeals and
the supreme court, it will be noces-
sary to revise the rules governing pro-
cedure In the supreme court. It Is be-
lleved the court will not bnly revise
them to meot the abolishment of the
circuit courts, but it will modernize
them in many ways.

A long list of lmportant cases, sec-
and ouly to the great Standard Ol and
tobaceo oases, will demand the court's
attention during the first month of Its
session., Three cases involve alleged
violations of the Sherman anti-trust
law. These are the suits agalnst the
principal anthracite coal earrying rall-
roads and coal owning companles and
againat the rallronds operating the
bridges over the Mississippl at St
kouls.
